The  Report  of  the  Hon.  Treasurer  (Mr.  T.  P.  Rees), 
stated  that  the  receipts  for  the  year  were  £690  :  2  :  2,  'which 
with  £505  :  10  :  7  in  hand  made  £1,195  :  12  :  9.  The  expen¬ 
diture  was  £632  :  1  :  2,  which  with  a  debt  of  £96  :  15  •  9 
wiped  out  on  the  Maternity  and  Infant  Welfare  a/c  last* 
year  amounting  to  £730  :  16  :  11.

The  average  attendance  at  the  Centre  has  increased  in  a 
very  satisfactory  way  during  the  last  year,  and  it  has  been 
vciy  gi at. fying  to  those  who  have  helped  with  the  work  to 
note  that  it  is  so.  Last  year’s  report  was  not  as  satisfactory 
ior  Lie  numbers  had  dropped  considerably,  but  now  we  are 
glad  to  leport.  a  great  improvem  nt  and  a  very  consistent 
cAtcnoancc  each  montn.  We  would  Lke  to  mention  that  the 
lea  which  is  kmdly  provided  by  this  Committee  is  much 
appi  eciaied  by  the  mothers.  A  Xmas  party  was  held  a  vain 
tins  year  and  thanks  to  the  kindness  of  several  friends  who 
helped  to  piovide  it,  a  very  enjoyable  time  was  spent.

Derwenlas 
11,  Penegoes  11,  Aberhosan  4,  Uwchygarreg  2,  and  the 
Nurse  attended  at  4  Medical  Inspections  by  Dr.  Richards

homes  of  the  children  to  carry  out  the  Medical  Officer’s 
instructions.

It  will  be  seen  from  these  figures  that  the  work  on  the 
District  is  being  carried  out  in  an  efficient  manner  by  Nurse 
Wood,  and  the  number  of  visits  paid  to  the  homes  of  the 
children  for  “after  care”  treatment  is  proof  of  the  thorough 
work  done  in  connection  with  School  Medical  Inspections. 
I  would  like  to  point  out  that  the  obejct  in  employing  a  Dis¬ 
trict  Nurse  is  for  the  free  nursing  of  the  sick  poor  in  their 
homes,  but  in  all  other  cases  where  the  Nurse  is  in  attend  ¬ 
ance  a  donation  is  expected  and  should  be  handed  over  to 
the  Nurse  or  Hon.  Sec.  The  work  in  the  Hospital  has  been 
heavier  this  year  than  for  any  year  since  it  was  taken  over, 
As  many  as  68  being  admitted  and  of  that  number  30  were 
treated  free  of  charge.  The  patients  together  with  the  141 
who  attended  the  Hospital  Clinic  testifying  to  the  need  of  a 
new  Hospital  at  Machynlleth. 

The  Hospital  and  District  were  inspected  twice  during 
the  year  by  Miss  Smith,  Superintendent  of  the  Queen, s  Ins¬ 
titute  for  Nurses,  and  the  reports  are  as  follows  : — 

“  Everything  appeared  to  be  going  on  very  satisfactorily 
The  Hospital  was  in  its  usual  spotless  condition.  The  work 
seen  on  the  District  was  carried  out  tactfully  and  kindly.  The 
books  and  equipment  were  satisfactory.” — A.  C.  LOWE,

NEW  HOSPITAL. 

Since,  the  last  Annual  Meeting  progress  has  been  made 
in  the  matter  of  providing  a  new  Hospital.  A  well  attended 
Public  Meeting  was  held  in  the  Town  Hall  on  November 
6th,  1931.  The  recommendatici  s  passed  at  the  Annual  Meet¬ 
ing  of  the  Association  were  presented  by  Mr.  Lloyd  Owen, 
ana  the  meeting  sanctioned  rhe  purchase  of  land  at  Llyn- 
lloedd  and  authorised  the  Committee  to  engage  an  Architect 
and  prepare  plans.  It  was  also  decided  that  members  be 
co-opted  to  assist  the  Nursing  Committee.  ) 

Three  Sub-Committees  have  been  appointed, — Accom- 
moaarioi',  Appeals,  Structural.  The  appeal  sent  out  has 
been  generously  responded  to,  and  we  are  glad  to  state  that 
that  up  to  the  present  time  the  sum  collected  and  promised 
amounts  to  about  £4,974. 

The  Structural  Committee  have  been  fortunate  in  sec¬ 
uring  the  services  o f  Mr.  C.  E.  Ellis,  Aberdovey  as  Architect. 
He  has  submitted  several  schemes  which  have  been  carefully 
considered.  We  hope  that  in  the  near  future  a  definite 
scheme  will  be  submitted  for  approval. 

We  regret  that  during  the  year  we  have  lost  a  very 
faithful  member  of  the  Committee,  Mr.  J.  C.  Jenkins.  All 
know  of  the  keen  interest  Mr.  Jenkins  and  his  family  have 
taken  in  the  affairs  of  the  Association. 

We  also  regret  the  great  loss  the  Association  has  sus¬ 
tained  in  the  passing  of  Dr.  A.  O.  Davies.  He  was'  an 
Honorary  Member  of  the  Medical  Staff  since  the  Hospital 
was  taken  over. 

Dr.  J.  C.  Ashton,  a  native  of  Machynlleth,  who  has  taken 
over  the  practice  of  the  late  Dr.  Davies  has  been  appointed 
a  member  of  the  Hon.  Medical  Staff  of  the  Hospital  and  Dr. 
T.  Watkin  Davies  an  Hon.  Consulting  Physician. 

The  Officials  were  re-elected,  and  a  hearty  vote  of 
thanks  was  accorded  to  the  Drs.,  Nurses,  Auditor  and  Col¬ 
lectors,  and  also  to  Mrs.  Bonsall  for  presiding.
